Miss Betts, who was the daughter 
of the late Benjamin F. and Lucy 
Betts, left no note and it was 
thought that she had been -prompt- 
ed to take her life because of falling 
health. . 

She began her work with the 
Children's Aid Society, in Norris- 
town, in 1827, when it was still a 
small organisation, but when she 
resigned last year, the organization 
had been built up considerably, 
with an increase from three to 11 
persons on its staff.
